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Superintendent’ s Report 


To the School Board and Citizens of the Unity School District, I 
submit herewith my first report as Superintendent of Schools. 


TEACHING STAFF 
When Supervisory Union #6 assumed responsibility for the Unity 
School, two staff changes had been made since clasess closed in 
June. Mrs. Judith Cross had been employed to teach grades 7 and 
8; student enrollment didn’t warrant retaining two teachers for these 
grades. Mr. Robert Hartwell resigned from his duties, and obtained 
a position in the Claremont School System late in the school year. 


Mrs. Doris Newman replaced Mrs. Eleanor Belkovicz in grades 
1 and 2. Mrs. Belkovicz’s resignation was presented as her family 
had planned to relocate in Franklin, Pennsylvania. Mrs. Newman 
brings to Unity’s children many years of teaching experience at this 
primary grade level. A native of Goshen, she is a graduate of New- 
port High School and of Keene Normal School. She had taught for 
16 years in the Goshen-Lempster and East Lempster areas before 
coming to the Unity School, and earlier had taught in Guild, New- 
port and Washington, N. H. 


CURRICULUM 

Much of this administration’s time has been devoted to discuss- 
ing with teachers and observing—the curriculum and program of in- 
struction. Reading is of particular interest. The basic Row-Peterson 
Readers used by the students are a sound, well-established series, 
as are the Scott Foresman texts which complement the basic pro- 
gram. However, with very few exceptions, these are of the 50’s 
edition and are quickly becoming outdated. An effort should be 
made next year to begin a program of upgrading these materials. 
The children of Unity must be given the opportunity of learning 
reading skills and techniques comparable to what others of their 
age are acquiring elsewhere. 


More library and reference materials are needed for research- 
type work as well as for casual reading enjoyment. 


At the outset of the year students in the upper grades did not 
have the “new math” texts; these have since been purchased, and 
now all have them for classroom use and home study. We are 
using the Laidlaw program in grades 1-8. This is a current, yet 
practical, edition, and students as well as teachers certainly appear 
to enjoy the content. 


The language arts program, other than reading, is quite ac- 
ceptable. The spelling being offered is new and challenging. Even 
though the English texts are ten years old, they are well written 


ee 


—a good balance or oral work and drill exercises. There soon will 
be the problem of use; books are becoming worn and replacement 
of these will be necessary soon. 


The teachers and principal of Unity School should consider hold- 
ing staff meetings soon to evaluate the social studies and science 
offerings. The social studies program is good, but is it limited? 
Should history be offered in the middle grades (4-6) to enable a 
complete, well-rounded background Although the physical condi- 
tion of the present science texts is satisfactory, their content is not. 
It isn’t thought-provoking or challenging to the students, especially 
those in the upper four grades. Teachers are also not content with 
this material. 


ENROLLMENT 


At the mid-point of the school year, the school enrollment was 
as follows: 


Grades 1 and 2 24 Pupils 
Grades 3 and 4 25 Pupils 
Grades 5 and 6 26 Pupils 
Grades 7 and 8 19 Pupils 

Total 94 Pupils 


It is anticipated that 12 eighth grades will be graduated and 
current census data reveals that we will have registered approxi- 
mately 11 in grade one when school reopens in the fall. This gives 
us an anticipated enrollment of 93 for the 1966-67 school year. 


NEW FEDERAL ACTS 


Title II of Public Law 89-10 enabled the school union to purchase 
many library and reference texts which otherwise the towns of Unity, 
Cornish and Claremont probably could not afford. These books are 
on loan to each school—and will periodically be circulated from 
one to the other. 

Unfortunately, funds were unavailable to us under Title I, thereby 
not enabling Unity to further strengthen its educational system. 


IN CONCLUSION 


Our first year in working with the people of Unity has been a 
very pleasant experience, and there is a confident feeling that it will 
continue to remain that way. School board members are eager to 
provide all the worthwhile educational experineces possible for the 
children, yet they are very conscious of the community’s financial 
situation. The staff iis diligent in their work and eager for sugges- 
tions. The parents and citizens with whom we have talked are in 
complete support of the school program. A vote of thanks to all 
who have been so cooperative in this, our first year with the Unity 
School. 
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Principal’s Report 


UNITY ELEMENTARY SCHOOL 


The daily routine of the past year was enlivened by a number 
of special activities, which included a trip to the State Legislature 
by the seventth and eighth grades, and a trip taken by the seventh 
grade, under the guidance of Mrs. Cross, to the observatory and 
museum in St. Johnsbury, Vermont. 

Grades four, five, six, and three toured the Door Woolen Mill, a 
shoe factory, and the Weed Cement Block Plant in Newport. Grades 
one and two visited the Unity Fire Station and took several nature 
walks. 

A Memorial Day Program was held on the common with many 
townspeople attending. 

Shortly before graduation the eighth grade presented “A Con- 
necticut Yankee in King Arthur’s Court” at the town hall. Money 
earned was used to finance a class trip to Lost River, the Cog Rail 
way up Mt. Washington, and other spots of interest in New Hamp- 
shire. All was under the supervision of Mr. Hartwell. 

School re-opened this fall (1965) with an enrollment of 97 pu- 
pils, and four teachers. Mrs. Cross assumed her duties as seventh 
and eighth grade teacher, Mrs. Nelson as principal and teacher in 
grades five and six, Mrs. McCullough in grades three and four, and 
in the first and second grades, a new teacher, Mrs. Newman, who 
comes to us with many years of experience in lower grade work. 

In October, 1965, we became art of the Claremont Union, under 
Superintendent George Disnard, and Assistant Superintendent Richard 
Waldo. We are finding this a very helpful association. 

A short afternoon Christmas Program was presented at the 
school before vacation which was very well attended by parents. 
The Parent Teachers Club and the Ladies’ Auxiliary of the Unity 
Fire Department were very generous with ice cream and candy bags 
for each child. 

We were saddened by the death of Mr. Kenneth Smith who 
has been a member of our school board for many years. His thought- 
fulness and attention to the many details of school business will be 
missed.

Report of School Nurse 


To the School Board and Citizens of Unity I herewith submit my 
annual report as school nurse. 


During this past year our usual testing programs have been carried 
out and any problems reported to parents for follow-up. 


Ninety-six vision tests and nine rechecks were done. Five children 
were found in need of further examination and this was done. Ninety 
two hearing tests and seven audiograms (full scale hearing tests) were 
done. Three children were found to have impaired hearing. All 
were seen by family physicians and one child has been fitted with a 
hearing aid. Eighty nine children were weighed and measured and 
checked for noticeable defects. There is still more dental treatment 
needed. Thirty eight children attended the Dental Clinic and received 
treatment. The Dental Clinic is sponsored by the Parent Teacher 
Organization with the assistance of the New Hampshire State Depart- 
ment of Health. Dr. Rund in Claremont conducted the Clinic. 


Tuberculin Testing, with the Heaf Test being used, was carried 
out in Grades one, four and eight as well as members (adult) of the 
school. Three persons reacted to the test and chest x-rays were done. 
Results of x-rays were negative. 


.. A series of three immunization Clinics was started in October. 
Sabin Oral Polio Vaccine, Triple Toxoid (Diphtheria, Whooping Cough 
and Tetanus) and Small Pox Vaccinations were made available. There 
will be more Clinics during the winter to complete the series. Treat- 
ments were given to more than two hundred persons at the October 
Clinic. The New Hampshire State Department of Health sponsors and 
provides the materials for these Clinics at no charge. Publicity and 
a great many pre-school contacts was done through a group of Peace 
Corps Workers from the Experiment in International Livinig in Putney, 
Vermont. This was a health group who particularly wanted this 
experience preparatory to spending two years in India. It was quite 
an experience working with these very enthusiastic people. I have 
since learned that they are in India. Several volunteer workers in 
the Community gave of their time for which I am very grateful. 
Without this volunteer help Clinics of this type could not be man- 
aged. 


I would like to take this oportunity to thank you all for your 
interest in the School Health Program.
